House Democratic Lead- 


er Carl Albert, Okla., and 
House Republican Leader 
Charles A. Halleck, Ind.. 
e n g a g e d in a shouting 
match over the situation 
before the House called it 
quits for the weekend. 


It was Albert who had 


upbraided Halleck and the 
Republicans for w a g i n g 
what he called a legislative 
"sitdown strike." A l b e r t 
based his accusation on the 
fact that the House Rules 
Committee could not offi- 
cially meet to clear the 
compromise aid bill to the 
floor because of a boycott 
by needed Republican mem- 
bers. 


A White House official 


also used the phrase sit- 
down strike. 


At the heart of the con- 


troversy was an amend- 
ment which would curtail 
President Johnson's powers 
to extend credit in sales of 
wheat and other commodi- 
ties to Russia. 


The House twice had at- 


tached the amendment to 
the foreign-aid legislation 
and the Senate twice had 
rejected it. 


The House, by a narrow 


partisan vote'early Satur- 
day morning, had rejected 
a compromise amendment 


which would have have 
voiced congressional dislike 
of such a credit extension 
but allowed the President 
to order it in the name of 
national interest. 


Halleck stressed that the 


House already twice had 
rejected any softening of 
the wheat-credit ban. 
"You lost in a clean fight," 


he told the Democrats. "You 
come back today and want 
to do it all over again." 


Halleck said he was will- 


ing to do even that, but 


wanted some promise that 
would be the end of the 
controversy. "Three times 
and you strike out," he 
shouted. 


"I just am not going to 


plead guilty in any respect 
to any misconduct on my 
part," Halleck said. ". . . 
1 just happen to believe the 
American people are with 
us in this controversy."

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NEW YORK (/Pi—A 30-day mourning period for 


President Kennedy ends today with numerous solemn 
memorial observances across the nation. 


A torch will be borne at sundown from the assas- 


sinated President's grave in Arlington National Cemetery 
to the Lincoln Memorial. Thousands of candles will be 
lighted at the memorial in a ceremony in which President 
Johnson will join. 


Flags that have flown at half-staff since a sniper's 


bullet killed Kennedy in Dallas, Tex., on Nov. 22 will be 
hoisted to the tops of the poles generally on Monday, 
except in New York. 


New York is observing a 30-day mourning period 


for the late Sen. Herbert H. Lehman also, and that will 
end Jan. 5. 


The end of the mourning period for Kennedy also 


marks the end of an unofficial moratorium on politics. 
Actually, politics and government went on, but there 
was an almost complete absence of partisan-type attacks 
or cainpainn-style speeches. 


And with Christmas only three days away, this type 


of politics probably will not get back into full swing until 
after the holiday. 


The chief memorial observance for Kennedy in New 


York City will be a candlelight procession led by Mayor 
Robert F. Wagner from Herald Square to the Park Avenue 
Arniory where a service will be held. 


A Christmas candlelight service of St. George's 


Episcopal Church in New York City will be held in Temple 
Emanu-El, the city's largest Jewish house of worship, in 
the form of an interfaith memorial to Kennedy. 


The service is being held in the temple at the invita- 


tion of rabbis because St. George's is undergoing exten- 
sive roof repairs. 


In Texas, San Antonio is planning a Kennedy candle- 


light memorial service in front of the Alamo shrine of 
Texas liberty. 


Cleveland will observe a "minute of peace" in Public 


Square at the same hour as the President's death. A state- 
ment by Mayor Ralph S. Lochner will be followed by a 
moment of silence and prayer. Flags will be raised to 
top-staff. 


San Francisco's Mayor George Christopher has pro- 


claimed today "Candlelight Memorial Service Day." All 
churches and synagogues will observe a minute of silence. 
The San Francisco Youth Association will hold memorial 
services in the rotunda of City Hall. 


Two Jewish congregations in Portland, Maine, join 


in a commemorative service for Kennedy in the after- 
noon. Republican Gov. John Reed canceled the usual 
Christmas party for heads of departments and banned 
all holiday parties in state offices. He deferred the 
lighting of Christmas 
decorations at the 
governor's 


mansion until after the mourning period. 


In Sacramento, Gov. Brown, marking the end of the 


official month's mourning period, called on Californians 
Saturday to make Kennedy's goals their own. 


These, he said, are "an end to racial strife, full 


pmployment, medical aid for the aged, a full education 
for everyone and peace . . ." 


The things the late President believed in, said Brown, 


"live on today in our minds and in the society he was 
helping shape."

They are quite vehement in criticizing the initia- 
tive petition being circulated to void the Rumford bill 
—passed by the legislature. That bill provides that 
property owners must rent or sell their property to 
anyone, regardless of their desires when rental or sales 
are to be made.

The initiative petition is being circulated to force 


a measure on the ballot to provide that the "Sales and 
Rentals of Residential Real Property" shall be "in the 
absolute discretion of the property owner as to whom 
he rents or sells his property." If the petition is signed 
by 468,000 voters, it will go on the ballot next year to 
be voted on by all the voters. 


Gov. Brown would make it appear this is improper 


and will only cause greater turmoil over civil rights. 
Speaker Unruh is quoted as saying, "Because the vot- 
ers have the right to decide—which cannot be denied 
—shall we therefore put to the voters the question of 
repeal of the Bill-of-Rights?"

If that question must be answered this writer 


would say—yes, if enough of our people demonstrated 
that this was an issue and qualified the question' for 
the ballot, the people should have a right to vote on it. 
We do not think there is any issue involving the laws 
of this country on which the people should be denied 
tin's right. If they are. then there would be few rights 
left to them. For public officials to use this argument 
on an issue they have supported, places them in the 
position of denying the right of the free election system. 


This issue has caused great anxiety among home, 


apartment and business property owners. It will create 
racial tensions because it goes far beyond fundamental 
equal rights to vote—public education and use of pub- 
lic owned facilities. But if there are greater tensions 
over the issue, they were created by the Governor and 
legislators who pushed them through the legislature— 
and not the people who are asking that the people have 
the right to vote on their validity.

The initiative petition procedure was placed in our 


state constitution to preserve this right. It provides 
that a valid petition signed by eight per cent of the 
number of voters who voted in the previous state gen- 
eral election—shall force the legislature to present the 
issue on the next state general election ballot. This 
can apply to an attempt to void legislation passed by 
the legislature—or it can force on the ballot an issue 
the legislature has refused to act upon. 


Some unsound measures have been placed on 


ballots of the past and have been soundly defeated by 
the voters.

Now, 20 centuries later. Pope Paul is seek- 


ing to lay lasting foundations in the cause of 
Christian unity—the immense task of bringing 
all Christians into one fold. 


He has said he hopes his pilgrimage to the 


Holy Land will serve that cause. It takes him 
from Rome, the seat of his own church, to the 
shrines of Palestine that are venerated by all 
Christians—Catholics. Protestants and Orthodox. 
There are also holy places of Judaism and Islam 
with whose people Christians share the belief 
(monotheism) (hat there is but one God. 


IN ONE PHASE the trip of the Italian-horn 


Pontiff may serve lo gi\e impetus to the move- 
ment to internationalize the Vatican administra- 
tion. By leaving Italy, on what may be the first 
of many and more distant travels, the Pope is 
showing that he is the spiritual ruler of the 
world's 550 million Catholics and not Italians 
alone.

She once was a mine sweeper. 
Men's feet pounded her decks to a boatswain's pipe 


shrilling "battle stations." In gray comfortless austerity 
she cut through the seas, taking her men away from 
those things they loved most. 


Today, though, docked in the Long Beach Marina, 


the yacht Marcheta undoubtedly ranks as one of the 
world's most plush yrchts, outdone, perhaps, only by 
the famed Onassis yacht. 


She has everything her wartime crew could have 


dreamed of—even in their wildest flights of fancy. 


Her neighbors tell you a mystery lady lives aboard 


in lavish isolation. A steel gate bars the public from the 
Marcheta's dock and crewmen stand by as added pro- 
tection. 


The loudspeakers that once blared nothing more 


soothing than "Now Hear This .. ." have been changed 
for a hi-fi system that pours classical music through 
the ship. 


In her main salon, the "mystery lady" sits in quiet 


elegance viewing a sunset through the picture windows. 
The hushed music and crackling of a fireplace are the 
only sounds. 


A sailboat slides by. 
"Mystery Lady?" Marcheta Carter chuckles at this. 


She strokes the poodle beside her chair and the other 
one, dancing on the carpet, "Be quiet, Pan. Don't be 
naughty now, we have a visitor." 


"I don't consider myself a mystery lady," she says. 


"But if liking beauty and solitude makes one a mystery 
lady, I suppose I am." 


Blonde, gracious and attractive, she explains why 


she lavished $500,000 on the Marcheta to turn it into a 
home for herself and two poodles. 


"I wanted to travel,'and I couldn't think of any 


nicer way to travel. It involves no packing." 


From the white carpets in her engine rooms, to the 


HER HANDS on the steering wheel, Marcheta 


Carter stands reflectively on the bridge 


of her luxurious yacht and ponders 


(he pleasures of choosing a destination.

splendor of her main salon, the Marcheta is fitted out 
with elegance. Every bit of it was chosen by Mrs. Carter. 


Mrs. Carter, who has an interest in a Palo Alto elec- 


tronics firm, bought the Marcheta 2'/z years ago, then 
moved the vessel into a shipyard for a complete overhaul 
and conversion into a luxury yacht. 


Walls of the main salon are lined with original works 


of art. Mirrors hide a full sized bar on one end of the. 
salon. On the other, is a large wood-burning fireplace. 
On either side, picture windows. 


Back aft, where perhaps the mine sweeper's crew 


once grumbled about their tight quarters, Mrs. Carter 
has a boudoir. In other staterooms, twenty persons can 
sleep aboard. 


'•'It is the most ideal way to live you can imagine," 


Mrs. Carter says. "There isn't anything comparable to 
it. I can watch the boats sail by and the whole harbor 
can be my swimming pool. 


"It really isn't," she says pointedly, "any more 


expensive than operating a large home with gardeners 
and everything." 


Of her venture into such a male province as ships 


and the sea, she says, "Sometimes I am sure the vessel 
resents it. She really is a woman, you know, and I don't 
think she really likes having a woman telling her what 
to do.

"I would retain my salon aboard her and could go

In the meantime, the sleek yacht is a haven of soli- 


tude and beauty for Mrs. Carter and her two poodles, 
Beau and Pan.

"Just One Step 
to Violence 


WHAT MUST AUTHORITIES do when demonstra- 
.-.-.-tors become unruly, disturb the peace, and try to 
force their way into official places?

* 
=^APPARENTLY THE SOVIET police have no more 
practical an answer to that question than the Ameri- 
can police. When African students tried to break 
into the Ghanaian embassy in Moscow, Soviet militia- 
men,, assigned to preserve order, thrust them back 
into '.the snow. We were reminded, upon reading 
about that incident, of the manner in which police in 
this country on occasion have had to deal with per- 
sons, demonstrating against the un-American Activi- 
ties Committee. 


Apologists for the Russian system are always 


prominent in such U.S. demonstrations and critical 
of what they call the "police state" methods of the 
authorities. Now let them note that when the Rus- 
sians are faced with a similar question, the Soviet 
answer turns out to be the same as our own. Soviet 
authorities had no alternative, unless they were will- 
ing to submit to intimidation and coercion, but to take 
firm action against the demonstrators. 


* 
* 
* 
NOT THAT WE'RE TRYING to draw any paral- 


lels between the Soviet and the American systems. In 
Russia, the African demonstrators are protected only 
by world opinion, which prevents the Communists 
from doing what they so often do when their author- 
ity is challenged—take the challenger out, stand him 
against a wall, and put a bullet through his head. 


In the United States, demonstrators are protected 


by a constitutional provision which guarantees the 
"right of the people peaceably to assemble and to 
petition the government for a redress of grievances." 
Of course, when the assembly and the manner of peti- 
tion are not peaceable and orderly, the demonstrators 
open themselves to police and legal action. 


American leftists take this risk, with the hope of 


achieving the disruption and confusion of our society. 


Ignoring the word "peaceably" in the constitu- 


tional provision under which they claim to be acting, 
the leftists and their dupes seek to destroy respect 
for authority and undermine the confidence of Ameri- 
cans in their system. Thence, for the more impression- 
able and vicious malcontent, a Lee Harvey Oswald, 
for example, it is just one step to violence. 


Thus, American society has not only the right but 


the duty to act when hate groups of either right wing 
or left challenge duly constituted authority. 


DAPITAL CAPERS 


FDR Jr. Counted 
as Veep Prospect

WASHINGTON—The most active barrel of eels in this city 


is the one containing all the prospective and would-be 


Democratic vice-presidential candidates. Hardly a day goes 
by without the name of someone new being mentioned by 
his supporters or in some cases by himself. Latest to be 
getting support on the Washington cocktail party circuit 
is Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., presently the Under Secretary 
of Commerce. Franklin's boosters claim he could present 
the "liberal" image so badly needed by President Johnson 
and that magic of the Roosevelt name can he expected to 
work its charms. If his vice-presidential hopes don't ma- 
terialize, Roosevelt may well decide to mgke a statewide 
race in New York either for senator in 1964 against Sen. 
Kenneth Keating or for governor in 1966. The last time 
Roosevelt ran in New York he was almost the only Demo- 
crat defeated.

Actually, this 
duty is imposed by law only on the Secret Service, which is a division of the Treas- 
ury Department. The Federal Bureau of Investigation, a division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, has no statutory responsibilities relating to the protection of the 
President.

Here's Solid, Strong History 


Fascination of the dim past is preserved in solid oalt of 
"sideboard cupboard," once a place to discover poisons.

An interesting item in the 


evolution 
of 
dining 


room furniture is the 'side- 
board cupboard," an elaborate 


cabinet 
designed 
to 
hold 


chinaware, silver, table linens 
and other articles. 


Such a piece, a magnificent, 


6 '/2-foot-high, solid oak cup- 
board owned by Mrs. John P. 
Berner of 28 W. Forham St., 
dates from the 1880s or the 
"golden oak" era of the late 
Victorian period. But these 
had their beginning centuries 
ago. 


Although 
usually 
called 


sideboards, the huge wooden 
affairs are more correctly 
"sideboard cupboards," 
and 


their history differs from that 
of the original 15th-century 
sideboard—the open frame- 
work of "hordes" that held 
ceramics and other utensils 
long ago. 


Sideboard 
cupboards 
are 


also sometimes called "cre- 
denzas," which is not too far 
wrong, for they are descend- 
ed, with diverse changes and 
innovations, from the cre- 
dence table of the Gothic era. 


THE WORD "credence", 


m e a n i n g "belief or "doc- 
trine", was first applied to the 
small Gothic side-tables of 
ecclesiastical use in the 14th 
and 15th centuries. In the 16th 
century, a recessed top was 
added, and eventually cre- 
denzas were further extended 
and enlarged to include draw- 
ers and cupboards. Later cabi- 


netmakers copied and im- 
proved upon them for the 
home. 


Some of these were the" 


old court, press, and livery 
cupboards of the 17th cen- 
tury. The late 19th-century 
pieces were revivals of these, 
incorporating certain charac- 
teristics of their own. They 
were sold as sideboards. 


Another story concerns the 


kings and nobles of olden 
times, who being scarcely able 
to trust even members of 
their own families, required 
footmen to first place the 
food upon a side table or buf- 
fet then taste it before serv- 
ing it to the master, thus en- 
suring that his meal was not 
poisoned. In this case, "cre- 
dence" 
would 
infer 
truth, 


honesty, 
or 
trust, 
from 


whence the table (credence) 
supposedly got its name. 


MRS 
BERNER 
inherited 


her cabinet from an uncle 
who, as a "drummer" for a 
cigar company back in the 
1890s, won it as a prize. The 
huge 
piece 
was originally 


shipped to the uncle at his 
home in Concord, N.H., from 
the Indiana Furniture Co., at 
Connersville, Ind. 


The towering, 5 fool-wide 


cupboard is solid oak, except 
for the oak veneer lop. It is 
quarter-sawed to bring out 
the natural beauty of the 
grain.

Turntable for a Home Garage 


For safer, easier driving on narrow, winding driveways and for entry into streets 
busy with fast - moving traffic, a push - buHon operated turntable is proving popu- 
lar with homeowners. Unit eliminates 
backing on awkward drives, or info traffic. 


TH the flick of a switch, the hazards of 
backing a car from a narrow driveway 


into heavy traffic can be eliminated. On a 
wooden turntable, operated electrically, the 
car is swunj; around to face out, and the driver 
can enler the street easily and safely. 


The turntable is a disc of wood and steel 


set in a pit flush with the driveway. II lurns 
on a center bearing and 12 rollers located near 
the outer edp.e. These rotate between two 
tracks, one on the underside of Ihe turntable 
and the other imbedded in Ihe concrete foun- 
dation of the pit. A one-quarter horsepower 
motor drives the turntable through a reduction 
gear and chain. This drive unit lies in a small 
pit at the side. Drainage of the pit is provided 
by means of a dry well or drain pipe. 


An added feature recently introduced is 


an electronic device which automatically opens 
the garage door and starts the turnlable from 
a control under the instrument panel of Ihe 
automobile. 


The new turntable is proving very popular 


in Los Angeles, in areas where homes are now 
built on almost inaccessible hillsides and have 
narrow, winding driveways.

Merry-Making 
at the Mines 
They 


Didn't 
Forget 


Christmas

JT WAS A memorable day—Jan. 24, 1848—when 


John Marshall discovered gold in a mill race 


near Coloma. Even though the owner of the land, 
Capt. John Sutler, tried to keep the discovery a 
secret, the news soon leaked out. Then the grand 
rush started, not only on this coast, but from the 
Midwest and Atlantic seaboard. 


Men gave up their normal lives; in some cases 


left good positions, while others deserted families 
and started on the long trek—around the Horn, via 
Nicaragua or Panama, or overland. It is reported 
that in one year, 1849, a total of 80,000 individuals 
reached the Pacific Coast. Many did not live to see 
their dreams come true, but succumbed to sick- 
ness, exposure, thirst, or starvation, while others 
were killed by the Indians. 


K 
Therefore, it was a really hardy lot of argo- 


nauts who did arrive at the new Eldorado. Some- 
one has said these fortune-hunters made up "a 
motley crew" of "merchants, clerks, judges, prosti- 
tutes, gamblers, criminals, and honest folk. . . ." 


Songs of the period reveal the lives and charac- 


teristics of these Gold Rush personalities. Some 
were respectable men who had left their families. 
Others had criminal records and didn't want their 
whereabouts known: therefore, they changed their 
names when making the trip to California. So, it's 
not surprising that one popular song was entitled 
"What Was Your Name in the States?" "Oh Cali- 
fornia," sung to the tune of Foster's "Oh Susanna," 
was sung on the bark, Eliza, around the Horn in 
1849. And that favorite. "Sweet Betsy From Pike." 
relates the exciting adventures of the overland 
route to California. 


BUT NO MATTER what sort of men these new- 


comers were, many of them did remember their 
far-off homes and the holidays, especially the 
Christmases, with" their families. Even though food 
prices were "sky-high," many a rough miner would 
pay top prices for turkey, cranberry sauce or some 
other holiday item, to brighten up his Christmas 
meal. 


There have been many such interesting ac- 


counts preserved in old diaries. And in Hitching's 
California Magazine there was a poem by Dr. Dot- 
It-Down which contained these lines: 


"Hail, Christinas, Time of mirth and glee, 
Frolic, fun. and jollity. 
Free from every enmity— 
Ye /Miners leave your picks and shovels, 
Your shanties, tents, your banks, and hovels. . . 
Let all. in short, without delay. 
Make universal holiday!" 
Even though not all read this advice, many 


of the gold-seekers did make a special effort to 
observe Christmas in some fashion or other. Some 
were out prospecting on lonely trails; and the story 
goes that one old prospector, who had not talked 
to anyone for days, went out on Christmas morn- 
ing, slapped his faithful burro on the rump, and 
shouted, "Merry Christmas, Jenny!" 


Other miners on lhat holiday sat around a 


> campfire and thought of their families and friends, 


thousands of miles away. Perhaps they decorated 
a nearby cactus with a small candle, and over their 
simple meal talked of "Christmases Past," spent 
under more agreeable conditions. 


. 
It is said that several miners near Marysville 


had a bitter disappointment one Christmas. At an 


Absence of women partners failed to dampen the spirits of miners dancing in celebration of Christmas 
holidays. Weavemlle had more than 200 men and but one woman; Seals Bar nearly 400 men, no women. 


exorbitant price, they had bought some turkeys 
and were eagerly looking forward to a real yule- 
tide feast. However, when they got ready to cook 
the highly prized birds, they found they were 
spoiled. So these disgruntled chaps had to make 
merry with the usual pork and beans, with flap- 
jacks for dessert. 


THE MINERS, with plenty of gold dust, who 


were near a "hotel" such as the Miner's in Mari- 
posa, could enjoy a slice of roast beef for $1.50; 
two medium-sized potatoes, $1; sauerkraut, $1, and 
rice pudding with brandied peaches, $2. At 'such 
diggings as Rough and Ready, or Hangtown, men 
who had been lucky crowded into the eating places 
and dance halls. One paper reported that some 
miners had eaten "an 18-carat Christmas dinner" 
at the Eldorado in Hangtown. 


Naturally, at this holiday season there was 


much drinking and fights often follo'.vcd. At Coon 
Hollow, for example, near Hangtown, now modern 
Placerville, two young miners got into a quarrel 
caused by too much "bad rum." Result: one was 
killed and the other was taken off to jail. 


ONE MINER, John P. Dart from Mississippi, 


told of Christmas, 1850, in Chinese Diggin's. He 
said the men had gone out deer hunting and that 
he had enjoyed a holiday feast with a haunch 
of venison as the main dish. And from Sonora, 
five years later, Dart wrote that he had had a jolly 
Christmas, as he dined with a lady who had killed 
"the fatted gobbler." 


Lemuel C. McKeeby, originally from New 


York, in his "Memories," left this description of 
his Christmas in 1850: 


"As Christmas was approaching, word came up 


Miners, far back in mountains panning 


i'.1 .for gold, still remembered Christmas. 


the creek that there would be a Christmas dinner, 
cooked by a woman at a place called Shingle 
Springs, some three or four miles down the creek 
from our camp. Now, as we had not seen a wom- 
an's face since we had turned miners, we were 
overjoyed at the prospect of eating a dinner cooked 
by a female. 


"It reminded us of our bachelor days, and our 


thoughts went back to the home dinner cooked by 
our mothers in the happy past, and in our distant 
happy homes, so we all made it a point to wear 
our best and most attractive clothes in honor of 
the woman who was to cook and serve the dinner. 
There were a number of cabins on the creek and 
the occupants of all of them turned out in their 
best to enjoy this festival. To our minds the best 
dressed of our neighbors was a young man from 
Tennessee; his costume consisted of a pair of fancy 
drawers, fancy shirt, slouched hat, and shoes. We 
all felt proud of his manly figure and fancy cos- 
tume. 


"When we arrived at Shingle Springs, we 


found there about 100 men that had gathered to 
the feast and two or three women preparing the 
dinner, which was served on an improvised table, 
made of rough boards with seats to match; there 
was no tablecloth; some crockery was used for 
dishes to eat from, and there was a mixed lot of 
knives and forks, with tin cups for our coffee. All 
enjoyed the meal, which was good and abundant; 
for dessert we had the privilege of looking at the 
cooks, as they flitted about their work." 


ONE OF THE most delightful accounts of 


Christmas in Gold Rush days has been given us 
by Dame Shirley, an Easterner, who wrote in en- 
tertaining fashion about her life and happenings 
at Indian Bar on the Feather River. 


There was a cloudburst just before the holi- 


days, so all work stopped and for several days the 
miners did nothing but celebrate. On Christmas 
Eve, the festivities began at the Humboldt Saloon, 
so Dame Shirley tells us. The bar was trimmed 
with red calico, and broken lampshades had been 
replaced. The owner had also scrubbed the floor 
in honor of the coming holidays. 


All day long she saw patient mules coming 


down the hill with baskets containing brandy and 
champagne. Then as it became dark, the troop of 
miners descended upon the saloon; the rain was 
falling, and the men were led by the "General" who 
carried a lantern. 


"At 9 o'clock that evening they had an oyster 


and champagne supper in the Humboldt which 
was gay with toasts, songs, speeches. I believe that 
the company danced all night. At any rate they 
were dancing when I woke the next morning The 
revel was kept up in this mad way for three days 
growing wilder every hour. Some never slept at all 
during that time." 


Dame Shirley also tells that during the holiday 


week, a Vigilante Committee tried celebrants on 
amusing charges. By the end of the week, the fes- 
tivities stopped because the men were completely 
exhausted. Then they went back to their hard min- 
ing jobs; and many of them no doubt worked harder 
than ever so that they could either go back home or 
have their families with them the next Christmas in

Excursions are planned and conducted by a 


competent group of elected officers who receive 
their tour fare free in return for their services. 
Members pay only the cost of transportation and

admissions on a tour, which may account for the 
club's phenomenal growth. 


IN SIX YEARS, the Golden Tours excursions 


have covered 240,000 miles, according to Mrs. G. D. 
Van Dugteren, the club's No. 1 volunteer. "This 
distance is farther than a trip to the moon, and 
our western scenery is surely more attractive than 
the lunar landscape," she said. "In this day of 
'Moon Shots' you might say our motto is 'See 
Earth First!' " 


"We've scheduled trips to such places as the 


Islands, Las Vegas, San Francisco, Yellowstone 
Park, Seattle, Hearst's Castle, Hollywood, Catalina, 
Laguna, San Diego, Marineland, Knoll's B e r r y 
Farm, county parks and museums, Long Beach 
Harbor and local factories," she said.

•|j-ORTY DAYS after she arrived in 


Europe, our 15-year-old Nancy 


Curner woke up one sunshiny morn- 
ing in Amsterdam with a question: 
"Mom, do I have to visit another mu- 
seum today?" By this time we had 
seen Winston Churchill sunning out- 
side his home in England, been caught 
up in a swarm of thousands of fran- 
tic, horn-blowing Frenchmen at the 
Arch de Triumph on Bastille Day in 
France, criss-crossed the Alps and had 
a swim i,, Prince Rainier.'s pool in 
Monte Carlo . . . not to mention visit- 
ing museums, castles, cathedrals and 
dungeons in more than half a dozen 
different countries. 


Our objective was two-fold. With 


children ages 17, 15 and 12, we knew 
that (he family :;uon would be split- 
ting up. as the youngsters followed 
their own special interests into col- 
lege and beyond, and that (his might 
well be the last opportunity for a 
family-oriented activity on a major 
scale. Then we wanted to test—and 
if possible—prove the concept v/e had 
formulated, that it is feasible for an 
American family to enjoy a low-cost 
vacation in Europe. 


From an article in Southland Maga- 


zine we learned about a new type of 
travel vehicle, the motorized English 
caravan. The caravan is comparable 
jo '•camper';" found throughout Amer- 
ica . . . a trailer-like unit installed on 
a light Iruck body with self-contained 
sleeping and cookin» facilities. From 
the article we obtained the name of 
Kuropr-'s foremost caravan authority, 
Leslie Wilson, of 30 Acre Lane Lon- 
don. 


WILSON' PROVIDED all the neces- 


sary information, so that, letters later 
on July 10, we slopped into a brand 
new Comnicr Highwayman delivered 
to us by Wilson in London and began 
a 5.000 mile tour through seven Euro- 
pean countries.

CAMELLIAS 
have 
b e e n 


known to grow for 150 


years or more. So when you 
plant, a healthy. camellia in 
a permanent, location in prop- 
erly prepared soil, water it 
well when 
thirsty, 
feed 
it 


several times -a year, you'll 
have a shrub, that will live 
longer than you. 


Our 
camellias, about 26 


years old, are' the niost de- 
pendable hardwood shrubs in 
our garden. We keep them 
pruned back 
to eight foot 


height by six to eight foot 
.spread. 


Camellias seem to bloom 


better in locations where they 
gel 
several 
hours 
of • sun. 


I'lanl them in a mixture com- 
posed of fwo'parts of moist- 
ened peat moss, leaf mold, or 
plainer mix-, with three parts . 
of soil. 


Provide drainage in heavy, 


bard-packed soil. There are 
two 
methods 
of ' drainage 


preparation. 
The 
'. planting 


hole 
should be 
twice 
the 


width of the plant root ball. 
The .first method is to dig 
the bole to the depth of the 
root ball. Place the root ball 
in the hole, and scratch a 
circular mark around the root 
ball.

on a downward slant towards 
the sides of the hole, from 
the circular scratch mark. Fill- 
the lower area with stones' 
and gravel.

practice to UiUc advantage of 
winter weather to enrich Ilic 
soil around shrubs and trees 
by adding mulch in generous 
amounts. Of c o u r s e the 
worms, beetles a n d insects 
will take advantage of the 
situation and make a home 
in tin's naturally warm envir- 
onment. If you will take the 
precaution of spraying around 
the rol area and a l s o the 
mulching material w i t h 
a 


spray containing D D T and 
chlordanc, insects can he de- 
stroyed and kept away for the 
'.'/inter. If you will also put 
out a slug and snail hail con- 
taining ,'i percent melatdehyde. 
at the same time, much dam- 
age from these pests can he 
avoided. 


In the spring the mulch can 


he cultivated into the soil and 
can thereby serve a double 
purpose. If you prefer to use 
a powder instead of a liquid 
spray for areas where cut- 
worms and sowhugs are prev- 
alant then ask your nursery- 
man to recommend a good 
sow-bug and cutworm bail for 
this purpose.

THE SECOND method is 


to dig the hole six inches to 
a foot deeper than length of 
root ball. With post hole dig- 
ger or crow bar, a shaft is 
sunk two feet or more from 
the bottom of the plant hole. 
The 
three-inch-wide hole is 


filled with pea-sized gravel 
to ,the level of plant hole bot- 
tom, then soil packed firmly 
to accommodate the plant, 
and filled in around it. 


These shrubs do best when 


watered thoroughly and deep- 


ly when needed, then no more 
in between times until the 
soil dries, excepting for quick 
foliage showering. Our plants 
in shade, some in 70 percent 
shade are watered about once 
every 2 to 2'/2 weeks during 
the 
summer, 
but 
watered 


slowly and deeply. They are 
shower bathed a couple of 
limes a week.

Bulbs, because of ihcir wide variety in

They can 
be "naturali/ed" along paths, in woodland 
sellings, around rocks, trees and shrubs. They 
are ideal massed in solid colors for spectacu- 
lar effccls, planted in rows three or four 
dee]) for a more formal appearance or ar- 
ranged in planter boxes for dccUs, palios, ter- 
races and windows. 


AT LEAST 10 weeks uf spring flowers can 


be assured through proper selection of bulbs 
—starling w i t h the shy crocus, which may 
blossom in late winter, and ending Ihe season 
with the stately Darwin tulips in lale May 
or early June. The early spring garden can 
be a blaxc of color with daffodils, hyacinths 
and the early flowering tulips. Mid-season 
can be highlighted with ihe immense Darwin 
Hybrids—largest flowering bulb in the tulip 
family. In May and June, the fringed petals 
of the exotic Parrot tulips will lend a touch 
of fantasy as they sway in Ihe sun. while Ihe 
delicately curved and pointed petals of Ihe 
Lily-flowered tulips will add a graceful note 
as they nod to gc;nlle spring breezes. 


Bulb Hardening is eas.\—nature does most 


of the work. Here are a few simple rules 


Brilliant gardens of daffodils, tulips and other bulb plants will blossom early in Ihe spring if they are 
planted now. The daffodils, which will cover ground in a petal-carpet of many hues, will live for years.

t. Select bulbs early while retailers have 


ample supplies and a good choice of varieties. 
Quality bulbs cost only a few pennies more 
and guarantee bcnutiful blossoms.

2. "Bargain buys'' often prove disappoint- 


ing. So stick to quality Holland bulbs that 
will give you sure bloom the first year you 
planl them. 


I!. Planl Ihe bulbs in sandy, well-drained 


cr 


soil. If soil is "heavy," mix in some sand 
when planting the bulbs. Tulips, daffodils, 
and hyacinths are planted six inches deep 
and six inches apart. Crocus and other little 
bulbs are planted three inches deep and three 
inches apart. Set the bulb firmly into the 
ground with the pointed end up. Cover the 
bulb with soil. Then waler the area well and 
that's it! 


4. Avoid planting bulb flowers in thin lines 


—they are best set at least three rows deep 
in clumps. Most gardeners prefer 
informal 


arrangements with groups of 8 to 16 bulbs 
of one type and color planted in mass. Crocus 
and other "little" bulbs can be planted at 
random.

Theirs Is a Will to Progress 


it EVERAL curdio - vascular 
^ accident (stroke) patients 
are 
making better-than-ex- 


pected progress in their own 
rehabilitation 
because 
they 


go to class three times a week 
at Long Beach Community 
Hospital. 


Under the supervision of 


Robert Smith, head of the 
hospital's 
physical 
therapy 


department, the class meets 
from 1 until 3 p.m. Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday. 


Some members arrive in 


wheel chairs or on crutches. 
Others walk slowly but de- 
terminedly with a cane or on 
the arm of one of their fam- 
ily. 


Once in their classroom 


they pedal bicycles, walk be- 
tween parallel bars, balance 
on rocker boards, lift weights, 
play shuffleboard, exercise on 
a mat and even hunt and peck 
on a typewriter. 


ALWAYS the object is the 


same: to re-establish 
com- 


munications 
between 
the 


brain and muscles which were 
long unused. 


The group's "togetherness" 


is what makes the Commun- 
ity Hospital class unique. To 
Smith's knowledge, it is the 
only one in the Long Beach 
area. 


Smith was a high school 


basketball coach before he 
entered the field of physical 
therapy. 
He 
believes 
that 


handicapped 
persons, 
like 


basketball 
players, 
accom- 


plish more when they work 
together. 


His pupils agree. 
"I didn't feel (rock) too 


well this (rock) 
morning," 


said a gray-haired woman 
perched precariously on the 
rocker board—a device for 
strengthening 
leg 
muscles. 


"But I (rock) won't miss this 
class (rock) if I can help it." 


"A 
person 
tries 
harder 


when he sees others worse off 
than himself making prog- 
ress," said a man, pausing 
from 
his game of 
shuffle- 


board. He pushed only with 
his left arm; that is the one 
that needs the exercise. 


"JUST TO BE with others 


is important," said another 
man seated on the' bicycle. 
| Every movement was an ef-

fort, and Smith was constant- 
ly reminding him to keep ex- 
ercising. 


The 
object 
of 
Smith's 


teaching is to make his pupils 
more independent and able to 
care for their own needs, and 
the stress is on physical re- 
habilitation. But the group 
workout brings psychological 
and social benefits as well. 


So much so that last week 


the class met at a dinner in a 
Long Beach restaurant. They 
were out to prove—to them- 
selves as well as . others— 
that they had the confidence 
to again appear in public. 


The significance of such a 


social event may be gauged 
by comparison with a typical 
patient's entry into the Com- 
munity Hospital class: often 
he is almost helpless, and is 
concerned chiefly with hiding 
an infirmity which is all too 
evident. 


Smith's group is a mixed 


one. It contains six men and 
four women. The oldest per- 
son is more than 70 and the 
youngest is 34. One woman 
had been very busy with her 
club program. "I was so ac- 
tive," she said softly. 


TWO CLASS members are 


not stroke victims, although 
their handicaps are similar to 
the others. 


One is an ex-construction 


worker who can never fully 
escape the after-effects of the 
load of steel beams which 
broke his back. 


The other, the youngest of 


the group, is a woman who 
suffered from a brain tumor. 
She has progressed to the 
stage where she assists Smith 
with others in the class. 


But whatever their back- 


ground, all have two things in 
common: 


1. All are suffering from 


the crippling effects of long- 
lerm debilitation. 


2. All realize their progress 


must be slow and over a 
long period of time, but they 
are determined to gain more 
mobility and coordination and 
thus be more independent. 


THE SECOND category is 


where Smith comes in. 


"These people are not do- 


ing anything here that they 
could not do at home," he 
said, "but they are doing it 
together. Most of them are 
making much better progress 
here, and all of them are hap- 
pier." 


"Probably the chief value 


of our class is that it gives 
the members the courage to 
continue," Smith said. "They 
realize that a handicap is not 
theirs alone." 


"They compare their prog- 


ress, slow as it is, with others 
and take heart. And they de- 
velop a sense of comradeship, 
and actually look forward to 
the next meeting of the class." 


Smith first b e c a m e ac- 


quainted with some 
of his 


pupils when they were pa- 
tients earlier at Community 
Hospital, Others, hospitnli/ed 
elsewhere, were referred to 
him by doctors who know of 
his program. 


IN THEIR instructor's opin- 


ion, 
the class has already 


made great strides towards 
the independence which each 
member seeks. 


"They have faced their big- 


best problem: they know the 
road back is long and slow, 
but they have made the start. 
No matter how far each may 
go, all have benefitted from 
the efforts they have made. 
And they are the 
first to 


acknowledge the fact." 


There is still another bene- 


fit from the 
C o m m u n i t y 


Hospital group rehabilitation 
class: cash savings. According 
to Smith, each person pays 
only about 40 percent of what 
such services would cost if 
rendered individually. And for 
rehabilitation which is carried 
on three times a week for 
several months, such savings 
become significant. 


Smith would like to see his 


class grow in numbers. He 
believes there are many other 
victims of debilitation in the 
area. He would like to see 
them gain more mobility and 
coordination. 


But most of all, he would 


like to see 
them acquire, 
%> 


through the help of others £ 
like them, a new sense of per- 3. 
sonal and social independ- 3

How to Translate Ship Tonnage

J RESIDENTS of s e a p o r t 


cities such as Long Beach 


often hear maritime folk talk 
of ship tonnage and they see 
the word used in several dif- 
ferent ways in the local jour- 
nals. 


Many aren't sure what it 


means and what it's all about. 


Tonnage does not always 


imply weight, it sometimes 
means capacity. 


Here are the four most 


common ways of describing 
a ship's tonnage. 


DEADWEIGHT is the ton- 


nage used to describe the size 
of cargo vessels. U represents 
the total carrying capacity of 


the ship in tons including 
cargo, 
fuel, 
f r e s h water, 


stores and so forth. 


DISPLACEMENT 
r e p r e- 


sents the total weight in tons 
of all the ship and its con- 
tent. It is generally used for 
describing warships and is 
called displacement 
because 


it is based upon the Arch- 
midean Principle that a float- 
ing body displaces an amount 
of water which is the same 
weight as the body itself. 


GROSS TONNAGE is the 


term usually used to describe 
passenger vessels. 
It repre- 


sents the total internal cubic 
capacity of the ship including 
accommodation spaces, each 
100 cubic feet of which is one 


ton. Gross tonnage is the ba- 
sis for many marine rules and 
regulations and is used for 
assessing dry dock dues and 
ship tolls. 


NET REGISTRATION TON- 


NAGE is the gross tonnage 
m i n u s 
certain deductible 


spaces which do not produce 
revenue, principally areas oc- 
cupied by machinery, fuel and 
crew. It is often the basis for 
port d u e s, canal tolls and 
dockage fees. 


How does it work and how 


does it vary? 


A 10,000-dead weight - ton 


cargo ship will have a dis- 
placement tonnage of 14,000; 
a gross tonnage of 7,000 and 
a net tonnage of 4,800.

"And T replied: 'That face.' 
"But there's needed a kind of wonder, a quality of ...

sort of luminous thing. Purity might be the nearest word. The 
unspoiled wonder ol a child being able to see things—to see 
three kings, 


"If the opera conies off. it has to be seen through the boy's

T 


he Duke of Wellington was a first-rate "ham." 


After he defeated Napoleon at Waterloo he 


was so eager to preserve intact for posterity the 
geographical theater of his military exploits that 
he acquired exclusive zoning rights to the battle 
area. 


These rights empowered him and his descendants 


to demand that the plains of Waterloo remain in ap- 
pearance just as they were in 1815. A vain ham-bone, 
the iron duke! 


In 1920 the Dominican fathers, missionaries to 


the Belgian Congo, sought the help of nuns of their 
own order. They thought it a good idea to train the 
nuns for missionary work in Africa. As a possible 
training school they suggested the renovation of an 
old chateau, the abandoned Chateau Fichermont on 
Wellington's Waterloo plains. 


Before the good fathers could remodel the chateau 


the Belgian parliament had to pass a special variance. 
After many delays and technicalities, the variance 
was granted, and construction of the monastery of 
the Dominicans of Fichermont got under way in 1928. 
Before long the nuns moved into the large red-brick 
house, standing isolated in the field at the end of the 
sunken road of Oh.iin. Bui money was hard to come 
by, and the monastery wasn't finished until 1959. 
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Today, the monastery of Fichermont has suddenly 


become rich. One of its nuns, Sister Luc Gabrielle, 
has produced a record album entitled Sister Sourire 
(the Sister of Smiles or the Smiling Sister), .which 
has already sold a million copies in this country, is 
number one on most of the best-seller charts and will 
probably sell another 250,000 copies this Christmas 
week. 


Known in the platter trade as "The Singing Nun" 


album, this record, according to its distributor, Philips 
record 
company of Chicago, has earned for the 


nuns of Fichermont 51,000,000 in royalties in the 
last 90 days. 


"That's just a starter," claims Lou Simon, sales 


director at Philips. "We've also pressed a single from 
the album, its lirst tune, "Dominique," and it's caught 
on like wild fire. Disk jockeys spin it every few min- 
utes. Jukeboxes all over the country play it. The tune 
is phenomenal. No one seems to tire of it. 


"We've sold a million singles, and the end is no- 


where in sight. Same thing with the album. You take 
an album like that. It'll go on selling Christmas after 
Christmas—not only to Catholics but to people of 
every faith. That's how unique it is. There's no doubt 
about it. Those nuns over in Belgium have sure hit 
the jackpot." 


Says Don Sanders of Beta Records, an outfit which 


is selling the nuns' tunes in New York: "It's one of 


' the most fantastic tilings I've ever seen in this busi- 


ness. Teenagers like the record, their parents like the 
record. Everyone likes it, and I don't even know how 
to describe it. You can't call it a religious album. The 
songs are too swinging for that. You can't call it a 
classic either. I guess it lies somewhere in between." 


Sister Sourire is a 12-inch long-playing album 


which consists of 12 French songs, written and sung 
by a 30-year-old nun who used to teach art classes in 
a Brussels high school. The nun, named Sister Luc 
Gabrielle, is also known at the monastery as Sister 
Sourire. 


A GUITAR NAMED ADELE 


In her dozen numbers, the sister plays a swinging 


guitar which she has named Adelc. On some of her 
songs the sister has a vocal accompaniment of other 
nuns, but for die most part she's (he star of the show 
—the composer, the lyricist, the soloist. 


Her soprano voice is clear, innocent and pleasing. 


Her lyrics are simple and reverent. In "Dominique" 
she tells the' story of a wandering friar who travels 
over Europe bringing gaiety and laughter as he spreads 
the word of the Lord. In "Put on Your Pretty Skirt" 
she describes the ecstasy of a girl enjoying a spiritual 
rendezvous. In "Sister Adele" she explains how she 
came to buy for a few pennies her treasured Spanish 
guitar. All her tunes arc melodious and memorable; 
it makes little difference whether the listener under- 
stands any or no French. All one has to do is hear. 


One critic describes Sister Sourire as "an album of 


religious folk songs with a refined rock V roll beat." 


What attracts most customers who buy the record 


is the sister's sweet, amateur, unstyled voice. 


The story behind Sister Luc Gabrielle and her sen- 


sational, best-selling album is difficult to come by, 
since she refuses to grant interviews or become in- 
volved in the record's commercialization. 


She has waived all her royalties, assigning them to 


the monastery, and has no idea of how popular her 
ballads have become. When told that her album had 
become an international best-seller, she said, "I'm 
glad, because it carries a message to the world outside 
our walls. In Fichermont our religious life is not as 
strict and stifling as people think. We laugh, we smile, 
we sing, and I guess my songs prove that." 


Sister Luc Gabrielle was born in Brussels in 1933, 


one of four children of a prosperous pastry baker now 
retired. Until 1959 she taught art and interior deco- 
rating in a Brussels secondary school. An extremely 
talented painter, she contributed all the line drawings 
which illustrate the Philips album. 


Incredibly enough, she never studied music and 


cannot read it. She plays the guitar by ear and im- 
provises as she strums away. A studious, bespectacled 
young woman, gray-eyed and blonde, with a small 
smile almost constantly on her lips, she is particularly 
skillful in handling the groups of young girls who 
come to Fichermont each year to spend their retreat. 


One summer evening about 18 months ago, when 


her girls were gathered in small circles in the monas- 
tery yard, chatting and giggling, Sister Gabrielle took 
up her guitar and began softly to sing "Dominique." 


WANTED A SOUVENIR 


"The melody," she recalls, "just came to me, and 


then the words. Everything seemed to fit." 


The girls gradually stopped talking. Soon they 


were all listening, their attention rapt. When the 
sister finished, several of her charges approached. 
They were going home the next day, they explained. 
They wanted as a souvenir a record of her songs. 
Would she please supply one? 


"I have no records," Sister Gabrielle declared. 
"How sad," one teenager remarked. "I want so 


badly to remember your songs." Then she suggested 
that the sister go into Brussels and find a recording 
studio. 


A few weeks later, having obtained permission 


from her superior, the mother prioress, Sister Ga- 
briellc, accompanied by another nun, took the bus to 
Brussels 20 miles away. When they called at Philips, 
which is the General Electric of Europe, Dutch manu- 
facturers of household appliances, light bulbs, phono- 
graphs, records, etc., they were politely ushered into 
a recording studio where a jazz band was rehearsing. 


To an engineer, Sisler Gabrielle explained that she 


would like to record a few songs for her personal use. 
The engineer treated her kindly but as the amateur 
she was. He told her to wait until the jazz session was 
finished, then he'd sec if he could squeeze her into 
his already jammed recording schedule. 


S

Presently he found time for her, sat her down at 


a table, arranged his microphone, signaled her from 
the control room to begin. 


From the first six bars of her "Dominique," aston- 


ishment and incredulity took over in the control booth. 
The technicians looked at one another in disbelief. 
One left to get the recording manager. 


When Sister Gabrielle finished her songs, the 


manager refused to accept payment for the session. 
He asked the nun if she would sign a recording con- 
tract with Philips. 


The sister said she couldn't sign anything. She'd 


have to talk it over with the mother prioress, and so 
would the manager. He drove out to Fichermont, 
where permission was granted to Sister Gabrielle to 
record. Neither she nor the monastery, however, 
could get involved in commerce. The man from 
Philips assured everyone that Philips would handle 
the commerce. 


Another recording session was scheduled, and this 


time Sister Gabrielle, accompanied by several other 
nuns, gave out with her full repertoire of original 


• 
songs. These were enough to fill a 10-inch record. 


The record was flown to the Philips office in Chi- 


cago where it was immediately auditioned. Lou Simon 
declared it "charming and unique," but pointed out 
that there was no market for 10-inch albums in 
America. He suggested that Sister Sourire provide 
another 10 minutes of song to make a 12-inch album. 


A HIT IN EUROPE 


Whether or not this message was ever relayed to 


the sister, no one knows. Chances are it wasn't. Philips 


. went ahead and released the 10-inch record in Europe, 
and it proved an immediate hit. 


A year later Sister Gabrielle composed and recorded 


an additional 12 minutes of material. Philips flew this 
to Chicago, and 18 months after its original request, 
die American company had a 12-inch record album, 
Sister Sourire. It was released early in September this 
year, beautifully packaged, illustrated by the sister 
herself and containing a folder with translations of 
her songs. 


The album was played by several "good music" 


stations throughout the country. Philips' field men 
reported that listeners were particularly impressed by 
the first song, a lilting little sweet ballad, "Dominique." 
The Philips' distributor in Boston said,"If you'll make 
me a few dubs of 'Dominique,' I'll break it wide open 
in Boston as a single." 


A handful of dubs were made for Boston and New 


York and passed out to important disk jockeys. They 
spun it a few times, and there was an immediate, 
almost incessant demand for it. Overnight "Domi- 
nique" became the hottest single in the business. In 
two weeks it moved from 51 to 19 to 7 on the Hit 
Parade. More than 600,000. copies were pressed and 
sold last month. Naturally, this provided impetus to 
the album, and that, toe, bagan to move. 


Today Sister Sourire is die best-selling album 


Philips has ever had, and supposedly, "it's just get- 
ting up steam." 


Naturally, its success has bred competition. The 


Hyattsville Sisters of Maryland have come up with 
two albums, and the Singing Sisters of Mount Saint 
Mary College, New York, are faring handsomely in 
the sales race. 


Philips, however, is sitting on top of the world. A 


few months ago the company convinced Sister Ga- 
brielle to record enough material for a second album. 


This will probably be her last for a long time. She 


is currently studying at the University of Louvain, 
reportedly in preparation for a missionary assignment 
to the Congo.

During the holiday season, with its quota or frayed

Gifted German artist 


revives an old tradition 


Virgin Mary with the Christ Child 


by MARIANNA HASSOL 


I his Christmas, at a time when the art world 


and its customers are faced with an embarrassment of 
riches, art depicting the birth of Christ and its at- 
fondant miracles is nevertheless almost nonexistent. 


One shining exception is the work of Josef Don- 


hauser, whose paintings" arc reproduced on today's 
cover and on tin's page. Donhauser is probably the last 
artist in a tradition of peasant artists and craftsmen 
who painted religious subjects only, and on glass onlv. 
The tradition flourished in the Bohemian and Bavarian 
Palatinates in the 18lh century, deteriorated in the 
19th and virtually disappeared in the 20th century— 
except for a brief revival by several of the German 
expressionists around 1910-17. 


The son of a peasant himself, Donhauser was born 


58 years ago in the Bavarian Palatinate. He left home 
at 17 to roam Europe for nearly 10 years—"1 was a 
wanderer by avocation"—working as handyman dur- 
ing the winter and taking up his guitar and rucksack 
after the first thaw. His travels came to a temporary 
halt in Austria, where lie married. 


HOW IT ALL BEGAN 


Near the end of World War II he was comman- 


deered to a fighting unit—anil promptly went AWOl. 
("Me shoot a living creature? Nonsense!"). Sentenced 
to death for desertion, he made a vow that if be 
were saved be would do nothing but paint religious 
pictures for the rest of his life. The Allied victory did 
save him, and he has been fulfilling his vow ever since. 


Donhauser studied the primitive art of behind- 


glass painting for many years, traveling to out-of-the- 
way churches and chapels, talking to the descendants 
of its original practitioners. The problem of finding 
the proper medium with which to paint—a paint that 
would possess enough opacity and brilliance—was the 
most difficult one to solve. Donhauser finally decided 
to mix his own colors and even makes his own frames. 
And like the painters of old he refuses to invent new 
subjects, as this would violate the vow of piety and 
humility. 


Although critics who have seen his work have ac- 


claimed him as a first-rale artist, his painting is still 
known only to a small coterie. And his audience might 
be a smaller one still had it not been for Dr. Tim 
Gidal, Munich author and photographer. 


Dr. Gidal spotted several of Donhauser's paintings 


in a small art shop in Salzburg and was struck by their 
artistic power and religious intensity. After much 
footwork he was able to track down their creator, who 
was living and painting in a converted goatpen out- 
side the city. 


Shunning publicity and caring little for fame or 


wealth, Donhauser has had only one public exposure, 
in a Salzburg exhibit several years ago. And he still 
lives with bis family in the humble hut where Dr. 
Gidal lirst found him. Of late be has been inspired by 
early medieval miniatures, but whatever the source of 
his inspiration be brings the old motifs to life by the 
Force of his imagination and bis vibrant colors—to 
shine through a glass brightly.

FLU QUESTION. The u.s. 
Surgeon General,Luther 
Terry, who heads the Public 
Health Service, says: "In- 
fluenza vaccine is still our 
best available weapon for 
preventing flu-caused death 
among older age groups and 
the chronically ill." But 
three ace scientists, Dr. 
Alexander Langmuir, chief 
epidemiologist of the 
Communicable Disease Center, 
Dr. Donald Henderson and 
Dr. Robert Serfling, ques- 
tion the effectiveness of 
the flu vaccine. At the 
annual meeting of the 


American Public Health 
Association, these top U.S. 
Public Health Service 
researchers said: "There 
is little evidence that 
recent vaccines have signif- 
icantly prevented clinical 
illness and similarly little 
evidence to evaluate the 
effect of the vaccine on 
mortality of older persons 
and the chronically ill." 
In short, no one really 
knows how good flu shots 
are. Last year 42,000,000 
shots were given, and the 
nation suffered one of the 
worst Asian flu epidemics.

President Kennedy ends today with numerous solemn 
memorial observancei across the nation. 


A torch will be borne at sundown from the assas- 


sinated President's grave ia Arlington National Cemetery 
to the Lincola Memorial. Thousands of candles win be 
lighted at the memorial in a ceremony in which President 
Johnson will join. 


Flags that have flown at half-staff since a sniper"* 


bullet killed Kennedy in Dallas, Tex, on Nor. 22 wOI be 
hoisted to the tops of the poles generally on Monday, 
except in New York. 


New York is observing a 30-day mourning period 


for the late Sen. Herbert H. Lehman also, and that will 
end Jan. 5. 


The end of the mourning period for Kennedy also 


marks the end of an unofficial moratorium on politics. 
Actually, politics and government went on, but there 
was an almost complete absence of partisan-type attacks 
or campaign-style speeches. 


And with Christmas only three days away, this type 


of politics probably will not get back into full swing until 
after the holiday.

This issue has caused great anxiety among home,

'Apologists for the Russian system are always 


prominent in such U.S. demonstrations and critical 
•of .what they call the "police state" methods of the 
authorities. Now let them note that when the Rus- 
sians are faced with a similar question, the Soviet 
answer turns out to be the same as our own. Soviet 
authorities had no alternative, unless they were will- 
ing to submit to intimidation and coercion, but to take 
firm action against the demonstrators. 


* * * 
NOT THAT WFRE TRYING to draw any paral- 


lels between the Soviet and the American systems. In 
Russia, the African demonstrators are protected only 
by world opinion, which prevents the Communists 
from doing what they so often do when their author- 
ity is challenged—take the challenger out, stand him 
against a wall, and put a bullet through his head. 


In the United States, demonstrators are protected 


by a constitutional provision which guarantees the 
"rigfit of the people peaceably to assemble and to. 
petition the government for a redress of grievances." 
Of course, when the assembly and the manner of peti- 
tion are not peaceable and orderly, the demonstrators 
open themselves to police and legal action. . 


American leftists take this risk, with the hope of 


achieving the disruption and confusion of our society. 


Ignoring the word "peaceably" in the constitu- 


tional provision under which they claim to be acting, 
the leftists and their dupes seek to destroy respect 
for authority and undermine the confidence of Ameri- 
cans in their system. Thence, for the more impression- 
able and vicious malcontent, a Lee Harvey Oswald, 
for example, it is just one step to violence. 


Thus, American society has not only the right but 


the duty to act when hate groups of either right wing 
or left challenge duly constituted authority.

An interesting item in the 


evolution 
of 
dining 


room furniture is the "side- 
board cupboard," an elaborate 


m 


cabinet 
designed 
to hold 


chinaware, silver, table linens 
and other articles. 


Such a piece, a magnificent. 


Here's Solid, Strong History 


e'/J-foot-high, solid oak cup- 
board owned by Mrs. John P. 
Berner of 28 W. Fcrham St, 
dates from the l&SOs or the 
"golden oak" era of the late 
Victorian period. But these 
had their beginning centuries 
ago. 


Although 
usually 
called 


sideboards, the huge wooden 
affairs are more 
correctly 


"sideboard cupboards," and 
their history differs from that 
of the original 15th-century 
sideboard—the open frame- 
work of "hordes" that held 
ceramics and other utensils 
long ago. 


Sideboard 
cupboards are 


also sometimes called "cre- 
denzas." which is not too far 
wrong, for they are descend- 
ed, with diverse changes and 
innovations, from the cre- 
dence table of the Gothic era. 


THE WORD -credence", 


meaning "belief or "doc- 
trine", was first applied to the 
small Gothic side-tables of 
ecclesiastical use in the Ulh 
and 15th centuries. In the 16th 
century, a recessed top was 
added, and eventually cre- 
denzas were further extended 
and enlarged to include draw- 
ers and cupboards. Later cabi- 


netmakers copied and im- 
proved upon them for the 
home. 


Some of these were the" 


old court, press, and livery 
cupboards of the 17th cen- 
tury. The late 19th-century 
pieces were revivals of these, 
incorporating certain charac- 
teristics of their own. They 
were sold as sideboards. 


Another story concerns the 


kings and nobles of olden 
times, who being scarcely able 
to trust even members of 
their own families, required 
footmen to first place the 
food upon a side table or buf- 
fet then taste it before serv- 
ing it to the master, thus en- 
suring that his meal was not 
poisoned. In this case, "cre- 
dence" would 
infer truth, 


honesty, 
or 
trust, 
from 


whence the table (credence) 
supposedly got its name. 


MRS 
EERNLR 
inherited 


her cabinet from an uncle 
who, as a "drummer" for a 
cigar company back in the 
1890s, won it as a prize. The 
huge piece was originally 
shipped to the uncle at his 
home in Concord. N.H, from 
the Indiana Furniture Co., at 
Connersville, Ind. 


The towering. 5 foot-wide 


cupboard is solid oak. except 
for the oak venter top. It is 
quarter-sawed to bring out 
the natural beauty of the 
grain. Completely doweled, 
with no nails or screws used, 
it is sturdy and strong. 


THE 
ORIGINAL brasses 


and finish remain. An out- 
standing feature is the %- 
inch, beveled French plate 
in the four mirrors, and in the 
bowed front and sides of the 
glass-shelved upper cabinet 


Grandiose carvings include 


two faces on the lower doors 
and a smaller one atop the 
pediment. There are five large 
drawers 
and another 
full 


length one across the bottom. 


Massive, ornate, Victorian, 


it is a wonder to behold. But 
whether 
credenza, 
buffet, 


sideboard, or as Mrs. Berner 
says her family sometimes 
calls it, "the monstrosity," 
her cabinet is sufficiently use- 
ful to warrant its own big 
corner in the dining room 
where 
it holds 
everything 


from antique porcelain and 
glass to the family china- 
ware, silver, linen and knick- 
knacks.

A wanderer who tramped 


the country, sailed the seas 
and took part in the Klondike 
cold rush, London was never- 
theless deeply attached to his 
home.

from stone and redwood logs, 
was gutted by fire on Aug.'

Christmas

JT WAS A memorable day—Jan. 24, 1843—when 


John Marshall discovered gold in a mill race 


near Colomx Even though the owner of the land," 
Capt. John Sutler, tried to keep the discovery a 
secret, the news soon leaked out. Then the grand 
rush started, not only on this coast, but from the 
Midwest and Atlantic seaboard. 


Men gave up tneir normal lives; in some cases 


left good positions, while others deserted families 
and started on the long trek—around the Horn via 
Nicaragua or Panama, or overland. It is reported 
that in one year. 1849, a total of 80,000 individuals 
reached the Pacific Coast. Many did not live to see 
tneir dreams come true, but succumbed to sick- 
ness, exposure. th!m 0(. starvatio 
whu<; othe 


?were killed by the Indians. 


Therefore, it was a really hardy lot of argo- 


nauts who did arrive at the new Eldorado. Some^ 
one has said these fortune-hunters made up "a 
motley crew" of "merchants, clerks, jud-es. prosti- 
tutes, gamblers, criminals, and honest folk. . . ." 


Songs of the period reveal the lives and charac- 


teristics of these Gold Rush personalities. Some 
were respectable men who had left their families. 
Others had criminal records and didn't want their 
whereabouts known; therefore, they changed their 
names when making the trip to California. So. it's 
not surprising that one popular song was en»";tled 
"What Was Your Name in the States?" "Oh Cali- 
fornia," sung to the tune of Foster's "Oh Susanna ~ 
T?.^^^ °? th* hark- Hi"' around the Horn in 
1819. And thit favorite. "Sweet Betsy From Pike." 
relates the excitin? adventures of'the overland 
route to California. 


BUT NO MATTER what sort of men these new- 


comers were, many of them did remember their 
far-off homes and the holidays, especially the 
Christmases. with their families. Even though food 
prices were "sky-high." many a rough miner would 
pay top prices for turkey, cranberry sauce or some 
other holiday item, to brighten up his Christmas 
meal 


There have been many such interesting ac- 


counts preserved in old diaries. And in Hitching* 
California Mazazine there was a poem by Dr Dot- 
It-Down which contained these lines: 


"Hail, Christmas. Time o/ mirth and t<ee. 
Frolic, fun. end ioility. 
Free from every enmity— 


; 
^ Ye miners leave your picks and shovels. 


•^ .- Your shan'ies. tents, your banks, and Aovrfs*. ; 


Let all in short, without delay, 
Make universal holiday?* 
Even though not all read this advice, many 


of the gold seekers did make a special effort to 
observe Christmas in some fashion or other. Some 
were out prospecting on lonely trails; and the story 
goes that one old prospector, who had cot talked 
to anyone for days, went out on Christmas mom- 
ing, slapped his faithful burro on the rump, and 
shouted. *Merry Christmas, Jenny!" 


Other miners on that holiday sat around a 


campfire and thought of their families and friends. 
thousands of miles away. Perhaps they decorated 
a nearby cactus with a small candle, and over their 
simple meal talked of "Christmases Past," spent 
under more agreeable conditions.

exorbitant price, they had bought some turkeys 
and were eagerly looking forward to a real yule- 
tide feast. However, when they got ready to cook 
the highly prized birds, th*y found they were 
spoiled. So these disgruntled chaps had to make 
merry with the usual pork and beans, with flan- 
lacks for dessert. 


THE MINERS, with plenty of gold dust who 


were near a "hotel- such as the Miner's in Mari- 
posa. could enjoy a slice of roast beef for $150; 
two medium-sized potatoes, $1; sauerkraut, $1, and 
nee pudding with brandied peaches, $2. At such 
diggings as Rough and Ready, or Hangtown, men 
who had been lucky crowded into the eating places 
and dance halls. One paper reported that some 
miners had eaten "an 18-carat Christmas dinner" 
at the Eldorado in Hangtown.

ONE MINER, John P. Dart from lliis-jjpjn. 


told of Christmas. 1850, in Chinese Diggings. He 
said the men had gone out deer hunting and that 
he had enjoyed a holiday feast with a haunch 
of venison as the main dish. And from Sonora, 
five years later. Dart wrote that he had had a jolly 
Christmas, as he dined with a lady who had killed 
"the fatted gobbler." 


Lemuel C. .McKeeby, originally from New 


York, in his "Memories," left this description of 
his Christmas in 1850; 
- 
• 


"As Christmas was approaching, word came up 


the crefk that there would be a Christmas dinner, 
cooked by a woman at a place called Shingle 
Springs, some three or four miles down the creek 
from our camp. Now. as we had not seen a wom- 
an s face since we had turned miners, we were 
overjoyed at the prospect of eating a dinner cooked 
by a female. 


"It reminded us of our bachelor days, and our 


thoughts went back to the home dinner cooked by 
our mothers in the happy past, and in our distant 
nappy homes, so we all made it a point to wear 
our best and most attractive clothes in honor of. 
the woman who was to cook and serve the dinner. 
There were a number of cabins on the creek and 
the occupants of all of them turned out in their 
best to enjoy this festival. To our minds the best 
dressed of our neighbors was a young man from 
Tennessee; his costume consisted of a pair of fancy 


n^iS"' fanCy Sh!rt> slouched hat, and shoes. We 
aU felt proud of his manly figure and fancy cos- 
tume. 


"When we arrived at Shingle Springs, we 


found there about 100 men that had gathered to 
the feast and two or three women preparing the 
dinner, which was served on an improvised table, 
made of rough boards with seats to match; there 
was no tablecloth; some crockery was used for 
dishes to eat from, and there was a mixed lot of 
knives and forks, with tin cups for our coffee. All 
enjoyed the meal, which was good and abundant; 
for dessert we had the privilege of looking at the 
cooks, as they flitted about their work." 


ONE OF THE most delightful accounts of 


Christmas in Gold Rush days has been given us 
by Dame Shirley, an Easterner, who wrote in en- 
tertaining fashion about her life and happening* 
at Indian Bar on the Feather River. 


There was a cloudburst just before the holi- 


days, so all work stopped and for several days the 
miners did nothing but celebrate. On Christmas 
Eve. the festivities began at the Humboldt Saloon, 
so Dame Shirley tells us. The bar was' trimmed 
with red cal.co, and broken lampshades had been 
replaced. The owner had also scrubbed the floor 
in honor of the coming holidays. 


All day long she savr patient mules coming 


down the bin with baskets containing brandy and 
champagne. Then as it became dark, the troop of 
miners descended upon the saloon; the rainVas 
falling and the menjrere led by the "General" who 
earned a lantern. 


"At 9 o'clock that evening they had an oyster 


and champagne supper in the Humboldt, 
wa, gay with toasts, song,, speeches. I b 
the company danced all night.

It is always good parden- 


practke to take advantage of 
winter weather to enrich the 
soil around shrubs and trees 
by adding mulch in generous 
amounts. Of c o u r s e the 
worms, beetles a n d insects 
xvill take advantage of the 
situation an<l make a home 
in this naturally warm envir- 
onment. If you will take the 
precaution of spraying around 
Ihe rot area and a l s o the 
mulching material w i t h a 
spray containing DDT and 
chlordane, insects can be de- 
stroyed and kept away for the 
winter. If you will also put 
out a slug and snail bait con- 
taining 5 percent melatdehyde, 
at the same time, much dam- 
age from these pests can be 
avoided. 


In the spring the mulch can 


be cultivated into the soil and 
can thereby serve a double 
purpose. If you prefer to use 
a powder instead of a liquid 
spray for areas where cut- 
worms and sowbugs are prev- 
alant then ask your nursery- 
man to recommend a pood 
sow-bug and cutworm bait for 
this purpose. •

Often both 
charcoal and vermiculite are 
mixed with potting soil, and 
also put at the bottom of the 
pot, in order to keep the soil 
sweet, make it light and airy, 
and provide drainage. 


Q. Is there danger of poi- 


soning when a lead pencil 
punctures the skin? F.F. 


A. Since the "lead" in mod- 


ern pencils is natural graph- 
ite mixed with clay and dried 
at high. temperature. tLere is 
no possibility of lead poison- 
ing, but there is always a 
possibility of infection. A 
puncture wound of this type 
often closes immediately and 
is difficult to clean. This gives 
germs carried into the tissues 
by the puncturing instrument 
(whether a lead pencil or a 
sharp stick) an ideal place to 
grow.

A. Uranium metal, freshly 


polished, is a bright silvery- 
white.

Under the supervision of 


Robert Smith, head of the 
hospital's 
physical therapy 


department, the class meets 
from I until 3 p.m. Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday. 


Some members arrive in 


wheel chairs or on crutches. 
Others walk slowly but de- 
terminedly with a cane or on 
the arm of one of their fam- 
ily. 


Once in their classroom 


they pedal bicycles, walk be- 
tween parallel bars, balance 
on rocker boards, lift weights, 
play shuffleboard, exercise on 
a mat and even hunt and peck 
on a typewriter. 


ALWAYS the object is the 


same: to re-establish com- 
munications 
between 
the 


brain" and muscles which were 
long unused. 


The group's -togetherness" 


is what makes the Commun- 
ity Hospital class unique. To 
Smith's knowledge, it is the 
only one in the Long Beach 
area. 


Smith was a high school 


basketball coach before he 
entered the field of physical 
therapy. He believes that 
handicapped 
persons, 
like 


basketball 
players, 
accom- 


plish more when they work 
together. 


His pupils agree.

teaching is to make his pupils 
more independent and able to 
care for their own needs, and 
the stress is on physical re- 
habilitation. But the group 
workout brings psychological 
and social benefits as well. 


So "much so that last week 


the class met at a dinner in a 
Long Beach restaurant. They 
were out to prove—to them- 
selves as well as others— 
that they had the confidence 
to again appear in public. 


The significance of such a 


social event may be gauged 
by comparison with a typical 
patient's entry into the Com- 
munity Hospital class: often 
he is almost helpless, and ii 
concerned chiefly with hiding 
an infirmity which is all too 
evident 


Smith's group is a mixed 


one. It contains six men and 
four women. The oldest per- 
son is more than 70 and the 
youngest is 34. One woman 
had been very busy with her 
club program. "I was so ac- 
tive," she said softly. 


TWO CLASS members are 


not stroke victims, although 
their handicaps are similar to 
the others. 


One is an ex-construction 


worker who can never fully 
escape the after-effects of th« 
load of steel beams which 
broke his back. 


The other, the youngest of 


the group, is a woman who 
suffered from a brain tumor. 
She has progressed to the - 
stage where she assists Smith 
'with others in the class. 


But whatever their back- 


ground, all have two things in 
common: 


1. All are suffering from 


the crippling effects of long- 
term debilitation. 


2. All realize their progress 


must be slow and over a 
long period of time, but they 
are determined to gain more 
mobility and coordination and 
thus b« more independent. 


THE SECOND category is 


where Smith come* in. 


•"These people are not do- 


ing anything here that they 
could not do at home," he 
said, -but they are doing it 
together. Most of them are 
making much better progress 
here, and all of them are hap- 
pier." 


-Probably the chief value 


of our class is that it gives 
the members the courage to 
.continue." Smith said. They 
realize that a handicap is not 
theirs alone." 


They compare their prog- 


• ress, slow as it is. with others 


and take heart. And they de- 
velop a sense of comradeship, 
and actually look forward to 
^lh« next meeting of the class." 


Smith first became ac- 


quainted with some of his 
pupils when they were pa- 
tients earlier at Community 
Hospital Others, hospitalized 
elsewhere, were referred to 
him by doctors who know cf 
his program. . 


LV THEIR instructor's opin- 


ion, the class has already 
made great strides towards 
the independence which each 


" member seeks. 


They have faced their big- 


best problem: they know the 
road back is long and slow, 
but they have made the start. 
No matter how far 'each may 


^go. all have benefitted from 


the efforts they have made. 
And they are the', first to 
acknowledge the fact." 


There is sun another bene- 


fit from the Community 
Hospital group rehabilitation 
class: cash savings. According 
to Smith, each person pays 
only about 40 percent of what 
such services would cost if 
rendered individually. And for 
rehabilitation which i$ carried 
on three times a week for 
several months, such savings 
become significant. 


Smith would like to see his 


class grow in numbers. He 
believes there are many other 
victims of debilitation in the 
area. He would like to see 
them gain more mobility and 
coordination. 
•. But most of all, he would 
like to ste 
them acquire, 


through the help of others 
like them, a new sense of per- 
sonal and social . iixtepcnd- 
ence.

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How to Translate Ship Tonnage 


By Lou Jobst 


IJESIDENTS of seaport 


cities such as Long Beach 


often hear maritime fotlc talk 
of ship tonnage and they see 
the word used in several dif- 
ferent ways in the local jour- 
nals. 


Many aren't sure what it 


means and what it's all about. 


Tonnage does not always 


imply weight, it sometimes 
means capacity. 


"Here are th« four most 


common ways of describing 
a ship's tonnage. 


DEADWEIGHT is the ton- 


nage used to describe Ir-e size 
of cargo vessels. It represents 
the total carrying capacity of 


the ship in tons includin- 
cargo, fuel, f r e s h water 
stores and so forth. 


DISPLACEMENT r e p r e- 


sents the total weight in tons 
of all the ship and its con- 
tent. It ii generally used for 
describing warships and is 
called displacement because 
it is based upon the Arch- 
rnidean Principle that a float- 
ing body displaces an amount 
of water which is the same 
weight as the body itself. 


GROSS TONNAGE is the 


term usually used to describe 
passenger vessels. It repre- 
sents the total internal cubic 
capacity of the ship including 
accommodation spaces each 
100 cubic feet of wbifh Is/jie ]' 


ton. Gross tonnage is the ba- 
sis for many marine rules and 
regulations and is used for 
assessing dry dock dues and 
ship tolls. 


NET REGISTRATION TON- 


NAGE is the gross tonnage

Singing,

T 


he Duke of Wellington was a first-rate "ham." 


After he defeated Napoleon at Waterloo he 


was so eager to preserve intact for posterity the 
geographical theater of his military exploits that 
he acquired exclusive zoning rights to the battle 
area. 


These rights empowered him and his descendants 


to demand that the plains of Waterloo remain in ap- 
pearance just as they were in 1815. A vain ham-bone, 
the iron dale! 


In 1920 the Dominican fathers, missionaries to 


the Belgian Congo, sought the help of nuns of their 
own order. They thought it a good idea to train the 
nuns for missionary work in Africa. As a possible 
training school they suggested the renovation of an 
oM cMteau, the abandoned Chateau Rchermont on 
Wellington's Waterloo plains. 


Before the good fathers could remodel the chlteau 


the Belgian parliament had to pass a special variance. 
After many delays and technicalities, the variance 
was granted, and construction of the monastery of 
the Dominicans of Fichermont got under way in 1928. 
Before Jong the nuns moved into the large red-brick 
house, sanding isolated in the field at the end of the 
sunken road of Chain. But money was hard to come 
by, and the monastery wasn't finished until 1959.

Today, the monastery of Fkhermont lias suddenly 


become ridi. One of in nuni, Sister Luc GabrieDe, 
has produced a record album entitled Sitter Sosrire 
(the Sister of Smiles or the Smiling Sister), which 
has already sold a million copies in this country, is 
number one on most of the bestseller charts and win 
probably sen another 250,000 copies this Christmas 
week. 


Known in the platter trade as "The Singing Nun" 


album, this record, according to its distributor. Philips 
record 
company of Chicago, has earned for the 


nuns of Fichennont $1.000,000 in royalties in the 
last 90 days. 


"That's just a starter," claims Lou Simon, sales 


director at Philips. "We've also pressed a single from 
the album, its first tune, -Dominique," and it's caught 
on Lie wild fire. Disk jockeys spin it every few min- 
utes. Jukeboxes aH over the country play it. The tune 
is phenomenal. No one seems to tire of it. 


"We've sold a million singles, and the end is no- 


where in sight Same thing with the album. You tale 
an album like that. It'll go on selling Christmas after 
Christmas—rnot only to Catholics but to people of 
every faith. That's how unique it is. There's no doubt 
about it. Those nuns over in Belgium have sure hit 
the jackpot." 


Says Don Sanders of Beta Records, an outfit which 


is selling the nuns' tunes in New York: "It's one of 
the most fantastic things Tve ever seen in this busi- 
ness. Teenagers like the record, their parents Lie the 
record. Everyone likes it, snd I don't even know how 
to describe it. You can't cafl ft a religious album. The 
songs are too swinging for that. You can't call it a 
classic either. I guess h lies somewhere in between." 


Sitter SoMTire is a 12-inch long-playing album 


which consists of 12 French songs, written and sung 
by a 30-year-old nun who used to teach art classes in 
a Brussels high school. The nun, named Sister Luc 
Gabrielle, is also known at the monastery as Sister 
Souiire. 


A GUITAR NAMED ADELE 


• In her dozen numbers, the sister plays a swinging 


guitar whkh she has named Adcle. On some of her 
songs the sister has a vocal accompaniment of other 
nuns, but for the most part she's the star of the show 
—the composer, the lyricist, the soloist. 


Her soprano voice is clear, innocent and pleasing. 


Her lyrics are simple and reverent. In "Dominique" 
she tells the1 story of a wandering friar who travels 
over Europe bringing gaiety and laughter as he spreads 
the word of the Lord. In "Put on Your Pretty Skirt* 
she describes the ecstasy of a girl enjoying a spiritual 
rendezvous. In "Sister Adefe" she explains how she 
came to buy for a few pennies her treasured Spanish 
guitar. AH her tunes are melodious and memorable; 
it makes little difference whether the listener under- 
stands any or no French. All one has to do is hear. 


One critic describes Sister Sourire as "an album of 


religious folk songs with a refined rock V rofl beat." 


What attracts most customers who buy the record 


is the sister's sweet, amateur, tmstyled voice. 


The story behind Sister Lnc Gabrielle and her sen- 


sational, best effing album is difficult to come by, 
since she refuses to grant interviews or become in- 
volved in the record's commercialization. 


She has waived aD her royalties, assigning them to 


the monastery, and has no idea of how popular her 
ballads hare become. When told that her album had 
become an international best-seller, she said, "I'm 
glad, because it carries a message to the world outside 
oar walls. In Fichennont oar religious life b not as 
strict and stifling as people think. We laugh, we smile, 
we sing, and I gness my songs prove that." 


Sister Lnc Gabrielle jras bom in Brussels in 1933, 


one of four children of a prosperous pastry baker now 
retired. Until 1959 she taught art and interior deco- 
rating in a Brussels secondary school. An extremely 
talented painter, she contributed all the line drawings 
which illustrate the Philips album. 


Incredibly enough, she never studied music and 


cannot read it. She plays the guitar by ear and im- 
provises as she strums away. A studious, bespectacled 
young woman, gray-eyed and blonde, with a small 


. smile almost constantly on her lips, she is particularly 
skillful in handling the groups of young girls who 
come to Fkhermont each year to spend their retreat. 


One summer evening about 18 months ago, when 


her girls were gathered in small circles in the monas- 
tery yard, chatting and giggling, Sister Gabrielle took 
up her guitar and began softly to sing "Dominique." 


WANTED A SOUVENIR 


"The melody," she recalls, "just came to me, and 


then the words. Everything seemed to fit." 


The girls gradually stopped talking. Soon they 


were all listening, their attention rapt. When the 
sister finished, several of her charges approached. 
They were going home the next day, they explained. 
They wanted as a souvenir a record of her songs. 
Would she please supply one? 


"I have no records," Sister Gabrielle declared. 
"How sad." one teenager remarked. "I want so 


badly to remember your songs." Then she suggested 
that the sister go into Brussels and find a recording 
studio. 


A few weeks later, having obtained permission 


from her superior, the mother prioress, Sister Ga- 
brielle, accompanied by another nun, took the bus to 
Brussels 20 miles away. When they called at Philips, 
which is the General Electric of Europe, Dutch manu- 
facturers of household appliances, ligh't bulbs, phono- 
graphs, records, etc., they were politely ushered into 
a recording studio where a jazz band was rehearsing. 


To an engineer, Sister Gabrielle explained that she 


would like to record a few songs for her personal use. 
The engineer treated her kindly but as the amateur 
she was. He told her to wait until the jazz session was 
finished, then he'd see if he could squeeze her into 
his already jammed recording schedule. 


Sister Sourire plays, the guitar for nuns of her 
comrrwnity. Orvfy 30 years old, the Dominican 
nun has been at Fichermont convent for 3 years. 


_ 
Presently he found time for her, sat her down at 


a table, arranged his microphone, signaled her from 
the control room to begin. 


From the first six bars of her "Dominique," aston- 


ishment and incredulity took over in the control booth. 
The technicians looked at one another in disbelief. 
One left to get the recording manager. 


When Sister Gabrielle finished her songs, the 


manager refused to accept payment for the session. 
He asked the nun if she would sign a recording con- 
tract with Philips. 


The sister said she couldn't sign anything. She'd 


have to talk it over with the mother prioress, and so 
would the manager. He drove out to Fkhermont, 
where permission was granted to Sister Gabrielle to 
record. Neither she nor the monastery, however, 
could get involved in commerce. The man from 
Philips assured everyone that Philips would handle 
the commerce. 


Another recording session was scheduled, and this 


time Sister Gabrielle. accompanied by several other 
nuns, gave out with her full repertoire of original 
songs. These were enough to fill a 10-inch record. 


The record was flown to the Philips office in Chi- 


cago where it was immediately auditioned. Lou Simon 
declared it "charming and unique," but pointed out 
that there was no market for 10-inch albums in 
America. He suggested that Sister Sourire provide 
another 10 minutes of song to make a 12-inch album. 


A HIT IN EUROPE 


Whether or not this message was ever relayed to 


the sister, no one knows. Chances are it wasn't. Philips 
went ahead and released the 10-inch record in Europe, 
and it proved an immediate hit. 


A year later Sister Gabrielle composed and recorded 


an additional 12 minutes of material. Philips flew this 
to Chicago, and 18 months after its original request, 
the American company had a 12-inch record album, 
Sitter Sourire. It was released early in September this 
year, beautifully packaged, illustrated by the sister 
herself and containing a folder with translations of 
her songs. 


The album was played by several "good musk" 


stations throughout the country. Philips" field men 
reported that listeners were particularly Impressed by 
the first song, a lilting little sweet ballad, "Dominique." 
The Philips' distributor in Boston said,* If youll make 
me a few dubs of 'Dominique,' III break it wide open 
in Boston as a single." 


A handful of dubs were made for Boston and New 


York and passed out to important disk jockeys. They 
spun it a few times, and there was an immediate, 
almost incessant demand for it. Overnight "Domi- 
nique" became the hottest single in the business. In 
two weeks it moved from 51 to 19 to 7 on the Hit 
Parade. More than 600,000. copies were pressed and 
sold last month. Naturally, thh prcvided impetus to 
the album, and that, too, began to move. 


Today Sister Soarire is the best-selling album 


Philips has ever had, and supposedly, "ft'j just get- 
ting up steam." 


Naturally, its success has bred competition. The 


HvattsviHe Sisters of Maryland have come up with 
two albums, and the Singing Sisters of Mount Saint 
Mary College, New York, are faring handsomely in 
the sales race. 


Philips, however, is sitting on top of the world. A 


few months ago the company convinced Sister Ga- 
brielle to record enough material for a second album. 


This win probably be her last for a long time. She 


Is currently studying at the University of Lourain, 
reportedly in preparation for a missionary assignment 
to the Congo.^

Gifted German artist 


revives an old tradition 


Virgin Mary with the Christ Child

• L» Christum, at a time wh«n the art world 


and its customcn arc faced n ith an embarrassment of 
richci, art depicting the birth of Christ and its at- 
tendant miracles is nevertheless almost nonexistent. 


One shining exception i» the norl of Josef Don- 


hauser, whose paintings are reproduced on today's 
cover and on this page. Donhauser is probably the last 
artist in a tradition of peasant artists and craftsmen 
xvho painted religious subjects only, and on glass only. 
The tradition flourished in the Bohemian and Bavarian 
Palatinates in the 18th century, deteriorated in the 
I9th and virtually disappeared in the 20th century— 
except for a brief revival by several of the German 
expressionists around 1910-17. 


The son of a peasant himself, Donhauser was born 


58 years ago in the Bavarian Palatinate. He kft home 
at 17 to roam Europe for nearly 10 years—"I was a 
wanderer by atocatk>n~—\vorling as handyman dur- 
ing the winter and taking up his guitar and rucksack 
after the first thaw. His travels came to a temporary 
hall in Austria, uhere he married. 


HOW IT ALL BEGAN 


Near the end of World War II he was comman- 


deered to a fighting unit—and promptly went AWOL 
(*Me shoot a Irving creature? Nonsense!"). Sentenced 
to death for desertion, he made a vovr that if he 
were saved he would do nothing but paint religious 
pictures for the rest of his life. The Allied victory did 
save him, and he has been fulfilling his tovr ever since. 


Donhauser studied the primitive art of behind- 


glass painting for many years, traveling to out-of-the- 
n-ay churches and chapels, tailing to the descendants 
of its original practitioners. The problem of finding 
the proper medium with which to paint—a paint that 
would possess enough opacity and brilliance—was the 
most difficult one to solve. Donhauser finally decided 
to mix his own colors and even makes his own frames. 
And lite the painters of old he refuses to invent new 
subjects, as this would violate the vow of piety and 
humility. 


Although critics who have seen his work have ac- 


claimed him as a first rate artist, his painting is still 
known only to a small coterie. And his audience might 
be a smaller one still had it not been for Dr. Tim 
Gidal, Munich author and photographer. - 


Dr. Gidal spotted several of Donhauser's paintings 


in a small art shop in Salzburg and was struck by their 
artistic power and religious intensity. After much 
footwork he was able to track down their creator, who 
was In ing and painting in a converted goatpen out- 
side the city. 


Shunning publicity and caring little for fame or 


wealth,Donhauser has had only one public exposure, 
in a Salzburg exhibit seieral years ago. And he still 
Ihes nhh his family in the humble hut nhere Dr. 
Gidal first found him. Of late he has been inspired by 
early medieval miniatures, but whatever the source of 
his inspiration he brings the old motifs to life by the 
force of his imagination and his vibrant colors—to 
shine through a glass brightly.

Surgeon General,Luther 
Terry, who heads the Public 
Health Service, says: 'In- 
fluenza vaccine Is still our 
best available weapon for 
preventing flu-caused death 
among older age groups and 
the chronically 111.'

Alexander Langmuir, chief 
epidemiologist of the 
Communicable Disease Center, 
Dr. Donald Henderson and 
Dr. Robert Serfling. ques- 
tion the effectiveness of 
the flu vaccine.
